district, in which there is a gentleman of 
ability, known to be a reliable Democrat, 
who, If hominated and elected, con!d take 
the oath, and not be considered offensive 
to his party. But, as a general rule, the 
Democratic party will not nominate can- 
didates tor Congress who can conscien- 
tilously take the test oath. Such candidates 
would not receive the support of the party,

Nor will it be politic or safe 
to depend upon the contingency of the 
Democrats having a majority in the House 
of Representatives In the 42d Congress. 
That eontingency may happen, or may not 
—and the latter is the most probable. 

With the patronage of the Federal Gov- 
ernment at their command, and holding 
itto be a matter of immense imp ortance to 
the Republican party to retain contro! 
of the House of Representatives, the Dem- 
ocratic party has fearful odds to contend 
againstto get a majority in that body. and 
it cannot be look«d for with any reasona-

The safe plan, and the only safe plan, 
will be for the conventions to confine their 
nominations of candidates to Democrats 
whose disabilities have been removed. If 
such should be nominated and elected, 
there can be no pretext for excluding 
them from seats. Any others would be 
excluded, either by the operation ef the 
l4th amendment, or if not obnoxious to 
that, the test oath would be required of 
them and would exclude them. 

But there seems to be a prejudice enter- 
tained by some against those whose disa- 
bilities have been removed, and it arises 
from the presumption that they asked a 
Republican Congress to relieve them. In 
anewer to this objection, it may be raid 
that it is not known whether they sought 
relief voluntarily.or whether it was granted 
at the instance of some friend in Congress 
without their knowledge. But be that as 
it may, even if the relief from disabilities 
was voluntarily sought, it should not be 
made the grounthof objection to any one 
who is known to be a reliable Democrat. 
On the contrary, we should be glad to huve 
it in our power to nominate and elect 
Democrats to Congress who are not in 
danger of being excluded for want of eligi- 
bility; and it would be fortunate for the 
interests of the State if we had more of 
such men, not only eligible to seats in Con- 
grees, but in the Legislature, where we 
most need their services.
